The state department's note to 
the Soviet government demand- 
ing the recall of Jacob M. Loma- 
kin follows proper diplomatic 
procedures but veils the most 
pertinent facts. The note says 


“The United States govern 
ment considers that Consul! 
General Lomakin's conduct con 
situtes an abuse of the preoga- 
tives of his position and a gross 
violation of the internationally 
accepted standards governing 
the conduct of foreign officials 
The department of state there- 
fore requests the president to 
revoke his exequatur .. . and 
that he ‘leave the United States 
within a reasonable time.” 
Elsewhere in the note addres 

sed by the state department to 
Mr. Molotov, the statement is 
made: 


“From the foregoing” (a re- 
counting of the facts concern- 
ing the atiempts of the two 
Soviet teachers to escape re- 
turning to Russia) “lt appears 
that the representations of the 
Soviet government in regard 
to these cases have been based 
upon misinformatiog” (supplied 
by Mr, Lomakin), 


This puts the onus of the af- 
fair upon Mr, Lomakin where, of 
course, it technically belongs 
But by any real standards of 
truth, Mr. Lomakin is not the 
guilty party. The guilty parties 
are Mr. Molotov and the interna- 
tional Communist party.

Mr. Lomakin certainly abused 
the prerogatives of a diplomatic 
position, but he did not overstep

Within the Communist party 
there is a “control division,’ 
which is an international (and 


Soviet) police power. It watches 
and judges the actions of party 
officials everywhere, including 
those within the U.S. Its officials 
often are attached to Soviet dip- 
lomatie staffs, especially consu- 
lar agents. So when we accept 
the existence of the Communist 
Party we de facto accept this 
police power. And when we ac 
cept diplomatic relationswith the 
Soviet Union, we accent, de facto, 
Persons whom we know will in- 
terfere in American effains. 


Based On 
Fictions 


Our relations with the Soviet 
government thus are based on 
fictions regarding “internation- 
ally accepted standards govern- 
ing the conduct of foreign of- 
ficials.” The Soviet government 
never has, since its birth, accept- 
ed such standards Its fixed 
policy is to violate them 

Forcing the recall of Mr. Lo- 
makin will not change anything. 
In Russia he probably will be 
liquidated, not for “abusing of- 
ficial prerogatives,” or “misin- 
forming” his bosses, but for hav- 
ing failed.

That vitriolic Yugoslav-Roman- 
jan row is worth watching, since 
it may well be a gauge by which 
we can judge how Moscow's 
world revolution is progressing 
and, equally important, what tac- 
tics are being employed to meet 
emergencies, 

This Red upheaval represents 
the first serious break in the sol- 
idarity of Russia's satellite states, 
It had its inception in July when 
the powerful, Moscow-dominated 
Communist information bureau 
split with Tito, charging him with 
maintaining a “hateful” policy 
towards Soviet Russia and with 
departing from the Marx-Lenin 
philosophy. 

Tito has denied the allegations 
and declared his devotion to 
Stalin, However, at the same time 
he has made it amply clear that 
Yugoslavia is running its own 
show, which is to say that Tito 
is running Yugoslavia's show. 

So Moscow is bent on breaking 
Tito, and the latest development 
is Yugoslavia'’s charge that Rom- 
anian officials are trying to 
foment revolution “for the over- 
throw of Marshal Tito's regime 

There are several significant 
points which emerge from this 
situation. In the first place it is 
obvious that Russia contemplates 
no individuality for her subject 
states. They must toe the Mos 
eow line precisely. 


Apropos of this The Times of 
London yestérday said the Rus- 
sians’ response to Yugoslav de- 
fiance, by clamping thelr grip 
more tightly on their own satel- 
lites, has the greatest significance 
for the West, The warnings of 
long-range Communist planning, 
harnessed to Kussian foreign 
policy, should be recognized in 
good time, The newspaper says 
it ils more than ever necessary 
that plans for a Western Euro- 
pean union should be put into 
practice, 

Another point which we should 
not overlook is that Moscow is 
handling the Tito case by in- 
direction, It struck first through 
the Cominform and now apparent- 
ly has assigned a prominent part 
to Romania, In previous in- 
stances where punitive measures 
have been taken, Moscow has 
done the job itself Why now 
does it hand the task to others? 

Well, in the firat place it may 
well be that Russia is making a 
virtue of necessity, That ls to 
say, it probably would take 
force to oust the Tito regime, and 
Moscow isn't prepared to stick 
it's neck out that far, It prefers 
to try to create a situation in 
which Yugoslave themselves 
would revolt against ape leader.

Prof. Laine, a dark-complex- 
joned man with the appearance 
of a retired and = prosperous 
middleweight pugilist, opened 
the discussion with a general 
analysis of bathtub singing and 
its little-known importance as a 
release for musical expression,

gigantic horn-rimmed spectacles 
with a judicial air, Frankie (as 
he is known to his younger fans) 
declared: “Bathtub singing is 
hep. A guy in his tub sings be- 
cause he wants to, He's not 
showing off to the boys with 
‘Sweet Adeline.’ He's not sing- 
ing ‘For He's a Jolly Good Fel- 
low’ at Rotary. He's just sing- 
ing because he feels good and it's 
in there and it's just gotta 
come out.

“I Remember Darrah” 


CALGARY, Aug. 27.--One of the paying customers 
seated within earshot of the press-box in Buffalo Stadium 
took to talking about Doug Darrah along about the sixth 
inning. . 

“Remember Darrah when he pitched for a service 
club here during the war?” he asked of another boobird 
alongside, “He had absolutely no confidence in himself.” 

Well, the slim moundsman who took his first pitching 
steps down around Viking, had plenty of confidence as he 
chopped down “Lefty” Wilson's Purity gang here Thurs- 
day night. 

As well he had a useful curveball and when catcher- 
manager Ed Morris asked him for it—a fast one that 
made most of the Wilsonmen go to whiffing the breeze or 
take the pop-up way out. 

And because Darrah struck the mother lode right off 
the bat Eskimos are in a spot where they can look upon 
the immediate future with considerable enthusiasm, In 
any short series tight pitching can easily be the arm that 
yanks the handle for the jack pot. 


Ed Belter is scheduled to work the second game on

primed to finish the job in Edmonton. 

Morris will have only one misgiving as he waves 
Belter to the firing line tomorrow. As he puts it: 
“Belter is inclined to have these ears (rabbit ears). He 
hears everything that’s said in thé stands because 
they come down so close to the playing field in Buf- 
falo Stadium.
